powdered charcoal

straight 
Hack line, say, nu inch or two inches 
in length and lying ii »rtIi and south. 
Having made this little black mark 
with the charcoal powder on tile sur­ 
face of the contents of tin* bowl, lay 
down upon the floor a n ick or some 
other straight object, so that It shall be 
exactly parallel with the murk.
